Quicker tax payments proposed 


SPRINGFIELP, 111. (UPI) - Gov. 


Daniel Walker Monday proposed a 
three-part plan to sped up the collec- 
tion of some taxes, which if pasted by 
the Illinois General Assembly, will 
give the state 'treasury a one-time 
boost of $95 million. 


] Walker said he will submit the pro- 
posal to the legislature, but added he 
has not yet started formally drafting 
ST. 


With the money, Walker said, the 


state will end the coming fiscal year 
with an available balance qf $181 mil- 
lion. If the legislation fails, however, 
the state's bank balance could drop 
below $100 million — a level at which 
the state begins to experience day-to- 
day cash flow problems. 


WALKER'S PLAN calls for acceler- 


ation of sales tax payments by the 
state's 3,500 ,largest-volume retailers 


— those paying the state more than 
$5,000 a month in sales tax. 


Presently, businesses are required* 


to pay their sates tax collections to the 
state on the last day of the month af- 
ter they are collected. The Walker 
proposal would change that due date 
to the 15th day of the month following 
collection. 
• 


The second part of the plan would 


speed up collection of employe with- 
holding taxes to the state by requiring 
they he paid to the treasury within a 
certain number of days after specified 
accumulation dates. 


The final part of the proposal would 


move the state corporate tax filing 
date back one month, from April 15 to 
March 15. That would mean corpo- 
rations would have to file a month 
earlier than they do now. The new 
date would conform with federal filing 
requirements. 


Health care alternatives

sought by county panel 


A committee was named Monday to 


study alternatives to providing health 
care for poor people in Cook County 
Hospital. 


The committee, which includes 


Cook County Board Comr. John Stro- 
ger and Joel Edelman, former direc- 
tor of the Illinois pept. of Public Aid, 
will report to County Board Pres. 
George W. Dunne before the May 1 
deadline facing the county board on 
renovation of Oak Forest Hospital 


Oak Forest, a nursing home and re- 


habilitation faculty run by the county, 
needs between $22 and $47 million in 
remodeling if it is to meet federal 
standards, Dunne said In addition, 
Cook County Hospital will also need 
renovation because "if s an old build- 
ing," Dunne said.' 


DUNNE SAID HE wants the com- 


mittee to consider the possibility of 
increasing the use of private hospitals 
to care for patients who are being 
treated at Cook County and Oak For- 
est hospitals. He said' 80 per cent of 


county's patients are being paid for 
by Medicare, Medicaid or private in- 
surance. 


Shifting the caes from county to pri- 


vate hospitals nqw could cause a 
problem, Dunne said, because of de- 
lays created by the state in payment 
for Medicare and Medicaid patients. 


Dunne said he doubts that the com- 


mittee will recommend that the coun- 
ty's public hospitals be closed entire- 
ly,

In other action, the county board 


gave formal approval to the county's 
and county hospital's property tax 
levies for 1076. .The levies, which re- 
ceived preliminary approval last 
montl) when the budgets were ap- 
proved, "will raise property faxes ap- 
proximately 7.3 ceflts- per $100 as- 
sessed valuation. About 4.8 cents'of 
the increase will be used to pay for 
the primary and general elections this • 
year and 2 5 cents will be used by the 
hospital governing commission..

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U.S. pursues 'peace through strength 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford uld Monday the term detente is 
oo longer "applicable" in describing 
U.S. relation wtth the Soviet Union 
and China, and the United States will 
continue to negotiate with them in "a 
policy of peace through strength." ' 


"I don't use the word detente any 


more," Ford said in a television Inter- 
view. 


"I think what we ought to say is 


that the United States will, meet with 
superpowers - the Soviet Union, 
China and others - and se-k to relax 


tensions so that we can continue a pol- 
icy of peace through strength; 


"If we're strong militarily, which 


we are, and if 
> we continue that 


strength, we can negotiate with the 
Soviet Union, China, and others to 
maintain that peace. 


"Detente is only a word that was. 


coined. I don't think it is applicable 
anymore." 


Later in the day, White House of- 


ficials said Ford was not signaling a 
change in foreign policy. 


The term originated at the start of 


the Nixon administration, in which the 
former President and. Secretary,of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, then Nix- 
on's top foreign policy adviser, used 
"detente" to enunciate a new policy 
of negotiation instead of confrontation 
with the Soviet Union. 


In outlining his views, Ford added: 
"I think we hive to talk about the 


realities, negotiation-for * lowering of 
the strategic nuclear^baffistic capabil- 
ity and talk; about trade. We ought to 
talk-about science and those1 things in 
an atmosphere where we're dealing 


from strength and we recognize that 
others may have some. 


"But we have to have that strength 


to move ahead." • 


Ford made the comments 'in a half- 


hour interview with Miami television 
station WCKT. It. was the first time 
the President said he was dropping 
the/term "detente" from his vocabu- 
lary. 
"The policy of detente has become a 
major issue in the battle for the Re- 
p u b l i c a n Presidential nomination 
since last month, when Ford's oppo- 


nent, Ronald Reagan, sharply criti- 
cized it white campaigning in New 
Hampshire. 


Reagan said the United States was 


getting virtually nothing out of de- 
tente beyond the right to "sell Pepsi 
Cola in Siberia." 


Reagan's attack drew a prompt re- ' 


sponse from Ford, who said then and 
on numerous occasions since that he 
.would not abandon the policy. 
••• 


Ford also said he disagreed with 


Reagan on the value of keeping Kis- 
singer at his State Department post. 


Reagan said over the weekend that he 
would not keep Kissinger in his Cabi- 
net if he became President. 


But Ford said, "As long as he wants 


to be secretary of state, I'd want him 
to continue in the Cabinet." 


The President said he thought re-

Ford proposes school aid 
programs be consolidated 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford Monday unveiled proposals 
to consolidate 24 school aid pro- 
grams under a $3.3 billion block 
grant freeing state and local educa- 
tion from "an excess of control by the 
federal government." 


The plan would require states to 


spend 75 per cent of the block grant 
money on aid to deprived or handi- 
capped children, the White House 
•aid. 


Ford said In his message to Con- 


gress he wanted to consolidate school' 
, aid programs in elementary and high 
school education, aid for handicapped 
school children, and adult and voca- 
tional education. 


"It is time that we reconciled our 


good intentions with the recognition 
that we at the federal level cannot 
know what is best for every school 
child in every classroom in the coun- 
try," Ford said. 


He said control of schools should re- 


main at state and local levels. "Noth- 
ing could be more destructive of the 
diversity of thought and opinion nec- 
essary for national progress than an 
excess of control by the federal gov- 
ernment." 


Ford said his plan would provide 


"federal support without federal im- 
pediments." 


The proposal represents a $58 mil- 


lion increase over appropriations for 
the current fiscal year, an Office of 
Education spokesman said. The White 
House said subsequent authorizations 
would be increased by $200 million an- 
nually In fiscal years 1978, 1979 and 
1980.

prices to replace parts damaged in accidents because manufac- 
turers and dealers monopolize the sale of parts 'to garages.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The de- 


fense1 rested in the trial of Patricia 
Hearst Monday with an unsuccessful 
parting shot asking that all charges 
be dismissed on grounds the govern- 
ment had withheld evidence tending 
to show her innocent. 


U. S. District Judge Oliver J. Carter 


denied the motion,, and the prose- 
cution Tuesday will begin its windup 
rebuttal which could send the case to 
the jury by Friday but more likely 
early next week. 


"Your honor, the defense rests," 


said attorney F. Lee Bailey after U 
days of testimony which starred Miss 
Hearst in a week on the witness stand 
during which she swore she joined a 
bank robbery out of sheer terror of 
her kidnapers. 


There was a hot exchange between 


U. S. Attorney James L. Browning Jr. 
and another defense lawyer, Albert 
Johnson, over whether the prosecution 
had .withheld photographs made by 
bank cameras which showed guns 
pointed at Miss Hearst during the 
holdup. 


Johnson said the enlarged stills 


made available to the defense only af- 
ter th'e government rested gave a dif- 
ferent impression of what happened in 
the bank and on that grounds asked 
for dismissal of the indictment. 


Browning said the defense had ac- 


cess to the same movie negatives as 
the government and said he denied in , 
any event that the enlarged photo- 
graphs were "exculpatory" evidence. 


Carter earlier Monday had refused 


to admit before the jury the testimony 
of an expert on "speech patterns" 


who said she was certain that Miss 
Hearst was not the author of revolu- 
tionary statements she made on tape 
recordings during her captivity or 
documents saying she joined the bank 
robbery willingly. 


Dr. Margaret Singer, a clinical psy- 


chologist at the University of Califor- 
nia at Berkeley, said the words were 
written for her by SLA members An- 
gela Atwood and William and Emily 
Harris and did not reflect the defend- 
ant's style. 


Judge Carter ruled there was no 


precedent for testimony by an expert 
on speech patterns no matter how 
well qualified, and that Miss Singer's 
testimony could lengthen the trial by 
days without providing necessary 
backup of the testimony given by 
three defense psychiatrists. 


The arguments over the photo- 


graphs inside the bank got into highly 
technical grounds of "masking" and 
the difference shown in 5-by-7 inch 
prints compared with 8-by-10 inch 
stills. 


FBI photographic expert Vernon 


Kipping said there was no attempt to 
deliberately "trim" anything in the 
pictures, but he acknowledged that 
the larger prints did show SLA mem- 
ber Camella Hall pointing a rifle in 
the direction of Miss Hearst while the 
smaller ones left Miss Hall out.

At Stone, associate superintendent, 


proofed figures showing possible 
savings of about 1234,000 through cut- 
backs In adnlnisL.ttion, special edu- 
cation, secretariM, custodians and 
other areas not affecting classroom 
teachers. 


The cutbacks would be In addition 


to possible budget reductions of 
1320,500 presented to the board in 
February. 


Last month, Stone told the board an 


anticipated 4 per cent .enrollment de- 
cline by next September would allow 
the district to cut about 30 teachers 
without changing the student-teacher 
ratio. 


Reducing the number of teachers 


would save about $384,500, he said. 


The cutbacks would prevent the dis- 


trict from facing a deficit in the 1976- 
77 budget if inflation is kept to 5 per 
cent, Stone said. 


"When the'S per cent cost-inflation 


factor is exceeded in salary increases 
and In other areas, we'd begin to have 
a real financial problem," he said. 


The administration had earlier pro- 


jected a deficit of about $2.3 million if 
no cuts were made in the budget and 
the district is hit with 6 per cent in- 
flation.

Teachers to picket Dist. 63 
meet in budget cuts protest

Teachers in East Maine Dist. 63 


plan to picket the board of education 
meeting tonight to protest recent 
budget cuts totaling more than $1 mil- 
lion. 


Teachers plan to picket starting at 7 


p.m. at Apollo Junior High School, 
10100 Dee Rd., Maine Township. The 
board win meet at 7:30 p.m. at-the 
school. 


"Our main concern is that most of 


the cuts are of the teaching staff," 
said Lou White, teachers' unkm>offi* 
cer. "There is no need to do that. The 
board has two more years before they 
have to cut. And they haven't cut any 
administrators. We don't feet all this 
is necessary for next year." 


Last month the board directed the 


administration to prepare the 1976-77 
budget with cuts totaling more than $1 
million from this year's budget. 


Budget cuts approved by the board 


included reducing the junior high 
teaching staff from 65.5 to 45.5 teach- 
ers, which would save about $214,000. 
The administration figured the staff- 
Ing ratio would increase from 16.3 stu- 
dents per teacher to 21.1. 


THE BOARD ALSO approved cut- 


ting five elementary school teachers, 
which would not affect class size be- 
cause of declining enrollment. Other 
cuts included reducing the number of 
elementary art, vocal music and 
physical education teachers from nine 
to seven in each subject and eliminat- 
ing instrumental music in the 
elementary schools. 


The board cut next year's budget 


because of anticipated deficits in the 
education and building funds, which 
will exceed $5 million in both funds by 
the 197940 school year if no cuts are 
made. 


ACCORDING TO figures released in 


August, the district anticipates an 
$81,000 deficit in the bunding fund this 
year and a $570,000 deficit in the edu- 


cation fund by the 1977-78 school year. 


Teachers also passed out leaflets in 


Dist. 63 neighborhoods last weekend 
to "get parents to know what is going 
on and to get them to the board meet- 
ing to voice then- feelings," said Mrs. 
White.

The leaflet listed several of the 


budget cuts and questioned, "How can 
the quality of education remain the 
same if the planned cuts are made?" 


Dist 26 staffing needs 
on board agenda tonight 


Staffing plans for the 1976-77 school 


year will be discussed by the River 
Trails Dist. 26 Board of Education at 
8 p.m. today at River Trails Junior 
High School, 1000 Wolf Rd., Mount 
Prospect. 


The board win hear administration 


recommendations on adjustments in 
the pupil-teacher ratio and resulting 
staff changes which might be neces- 
sary to avoid a budget deficit in the 
district. 


Without local tax and state aid In- 


creases, Dist. 26 faces bankruptcy as 
early as 1977-78 if operations continue 
at the present level. A district citi- 
zens' committee is studying solutions 


to the financial crisis.

Last year the district cut seven 


teachers and trimmed programs to 
reduce the budget deficit. However, 
with decreased state aid because of 
declining enrollments and increased 
costs, the district continues to face a 
financial crunch. 


Other proposals the district is con- 


sidering to reduce its budget deficit 
include raising local taxes through a 
referendum, consolidating Dist. 26 
with another elementary school dis- 
trict and acquiring additional funds 
from the state. However, the board 
will concentrate tonight on the impact 
of personnel changes on the budget. 


Township welfare funds to 'make it9 


Elk Grove Township welfare funds, 


thought to be insufficient several 
months ago, will last through the fis- 
cal year ending March 31. 


"We're going to make It," Township 


Supervisor Richard M. Han said Mon- 
day night. 


Hall said the general assistance 


fund had expenses of $4,101.41 during 


February, while Income was $1,535.90. 
This leaves a balance of $12,238.38 in 
the account, he said. 


The February receipts were the 


first from the 197S real estate taxes, 
Halt said, adding the receipts will be 
increase during the next few months. 


Last November, when the fund's 


balance was only $16,000 to last for 


four months, the township board con- 
sidered the issuance of tax anticipa- 
tion warrants. Officials said Monday 
night this action won't be necessary. 


The anticipated deficit was fore- 


stalled because of decreases in the 
number of township welfare cases. 
Last February, there was a high of 
178 cases, affecting 527 people. The 
current number of cases is S3. 


$159,570 for 9 social agencies 


Maine Township provided $159,570 


in federal revenue-sharing funds to 
nine local soda! agencies in 1975, said 
Township Supervisor James J. Dowd. 


The Maine Center for Mental Health 


and Family Services received $60,000, 
the largest share of the township's 
revenue sharing funds. The township 
grant was used by the center for gen- 
eral operations, to help pay for the 
acquisition of a permanent facility in 
Park Ridge and a halfway bouse in 
Des Flames. 


The second largest grant of $27,250, 


was given to Clearbrook Center, Roll- 
Ing Meadows. Clearbrook, which oper- 
ates a workshop, day school and live- 
in facility for the retarded, serves 47 
residents of Maine Township and resi- 
dents of surrounding communities. 


The Mane Township Council on Al- 


coholism, Des Plaines, received 
$25,000 in township revenue sharing 
funds to provide counseling, referral 
and educational services to residents. 


JACK CALLAGHAN, council execu- 


tive director, said the organization 
made more than 50 educational pre- 
sentations to community groups, and 
has counseled almost 200 persons in 
its first year of operation. 
' Other groups received township rev- 
enue sharing funds in the following 
amounts in 1975: Maine Township Se- 
nior Citizens, $10,000; Northwest Sub- 
urban Aid to the Retarded, $10,000; 
and Malnc-Niles Assn. of Special Rec- 
reation for the Handicapped, $10,000. 


Also, the Coffeehouse Ministeries of 


Park Ridge, a youth counseling 
group, received $5,000; the Northwest 
Suburban Day Care Center, $5,000; 


and Northwest Suburban Headstart, 
$4,320. 


Dowd said the township considered 


using some of the funds to obtain per- 
manent quarters, but instead decided 
to use the money for social programs. 
The township occupies rented offices 
at 2510 W. Dempster St., Des Plaines. 


He added that township supervisors 


plan to use 1976 revenue sharing for 
similar social programs. 


'Although 1976 is the last year of the 


federal revenue sharing law, Dowd 
said be hopes Congress will extend 
the program.

The concerned resident cites a num- 


ber of nuisances, then ends with "... 
and now bombs." One bomb has been 
found in the history of Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. That bomb was defused by an 
Elk Grove police officer at great per- 
sonal risk. The juvenile who made the 
bomb was arrested and is in the cus- 
tody of the juvenile branch of the Cir- 
cuit Court of Cook County. 


Concerned residents should have 


enough confidence in their village offi- 
cials to identify themselves; their spe- 
cific complaints as to location, fre- 
quency and tune of day; and be will- 
ing and ready to sign complaints 
against offenders or to be witnesses 
should court action ensue. 


Where a letter, such as was re- 


ceived today (Feb. 23), is unidenti- 
fied as to sender or location of in- 
cidents of concern to the sender — 
that person has no right to complain 
that "this letter will probably get no 
more attention than the comment: 
'just another villager rambling off.' "

In 35 years in Con- 
gress (he and three others are tied for 
eighth in Senate seniority) ho has not 
suffered a hint df scandal. He is ac- 
cused rightly of soraetl a«i using his 
committee clout for publicity pur- 
poses, but thU Is hardly an impeach- 
able offense. Almost always ho Is an 
open legislator, oven an open cam- 
paigner; no other member, of Con- 
gress or presidential contender dis- 
cusses the issues in more admirable 
detail. ' 


AND SO HOW DOES all this eth- 


fcaltty work to his detriment? His 
humdrum person Is not explanation 
enough. Though it is true the senator 
too often resembles the rhetorical 
bore who is here today and here to- 
morrow, his fundamental campaign 
problem is probably noted deeper 
than this. The fact is, Jackson's virtue 
is not of the and acceptable to the 


activist element of the Democratic 
party which is quite clearly the domi- 
nating force in this season's nomi- 
nating process. Voters aside, the 
nominee will again be selected by the 
loud hustlers. 


Jackson can't be forgiven for sup- 


porting Vietnam, for voting for the su- 
personic transport, for once being so 
honest as to say "Thank God lor the 
military-industrial complex." Activist 
Democrats call him the Pentagon 
Populist, a Whig on detente. They 
shudder that he has embraced Pat- 
rick Moynihan as a great American, 
and that he ends his campaign ad- 
dresses with reference to fears that 
the world may become one. in which 
the Soviet Union is the superior pow- 
er. This is the stuff of votes, per- 
haps, but activists would rather lose 
well than win badly. 


For his part, Jackson has tried for 


reconciliation only somewhat. He has, 
for example, campaigned for activists 
such as Rep. Robert Drinan, D-Mass., 
and has voted against'aid to Angola. 
On the other hand, he Is too virtuous 
to compromise much, and continues 
to refer to party, foes as phonies and 
extremists. The division is thus too 
broad to heal easily. 


And so it is. Henry Jackson remains 


the kind of man who could be presi- 
dent, but won't, and this clearly says 
something negative about the one last 
major party in the nation.

Tb» IVant-America Trail, to be in- 


augurated in May, q>au 36 national 
forwti, vast stretches of primitive 
and wilderness areas as well as 
praJriej, grasslands and deserts,, 


tours lasting from 12 to 83 days are 


offered along the 4,100-mile route spe- 
cially designed to give riders a close 
look at rural America on her '200th 
birthday. 


THE ROUTE WAS developed'after 


three yean of' research by Bikecen- 
tennial Inc., a nonprofit organization 
based in Mlisoula, Mont., that holds 
program status with tha American 
Revolution 
Bicentennial 
Adminis- 


tration. Assistance was given by the 
U. S. Forest Service and other federal 
and state agencies, as well as Bicen- 
tennial groups and volunteers and of- 
ficials of local communities along the 
trail. 


A large share of the monetary sup- 


port for the project was donated by 
ARBA, the 
Montant Bicentennial 


and members of the bicycle industry. 
The greatest source of revenue, how- 
ever, has been contributed by those 
who have joined the organization. 
Blkecentennial presently has 4,000 
members throughout the United 
States and the world. 


The tours the organization will spon- 


sor this summer are geared for the 
beginning and intermediate long-dis- 
tance rider.

Typewriter keys placed for ease 


Andy sends an award to Maria Des- 


tradl, 11, of Brackendale, B.C., Cana- 
da, for her question: 


WHY AREN'T TYPEWRITER KEYS 
IN ALPHABETICAL ORDER? 


Our modern-day typewriter is a far 


cry from the early machines. It is fas- 
ter, easier to use and produces a 
much neater finished product. While 
the basic idea of the typewriter has 
remained unchanged, the improve- 
ments have made it an indispensable 
tool in the business world. And one of 
the first and most important improve- 
ments involved changing the place- 
ment of the letter keys. 
The modern typewriter has 42 or more 
keys. Pressing down on one of these 
keys causes a corresponding type 
bar to strike a piece of paper through 
an inked ribbon. For example, if you 
push down on the "A" key, a type bar 
with an "A" on it will hit the inked 
ribbon and you will have a nice neat 
"A" on a piece of paper. This trick is 
performed through a complicated 
series of levers and linkages. 


The first typewriters worked in 


much the same way. Of course, they 
had a few drawbacks. One was that 
with the early machines you couldn't 
see what you had typed until you were 
finished. Needless to say, this caused

a few problems. Another disadvantage 
was in the placement of the keys. The 
first models placed the keys in al- 
phabetical order. This was considered 
a logical arrangement but, sad to say, 
the typists didn't like it at) all. 


The first practical typewriter was 


built in 1867. It was designed by 
Christopher Sholes, Carlos Glidden 
and Samuel Soule. It was manufac- 
tured by Remington and Sons, the 
same company that made firearms 
and sewing machines. The machine it- 
self was not the first typewriter, but it 
was the first one that was easy to use. 
. Perhaps the greatest thing this 
typewriter had going for it was the 
arrangement of the keys. As you re- 
member, the earlier machines had the 
keys in alphabetical order. This, how- 
ever, caused frequent jamming of the 
keys. Sholes rearranged the keys so 
that the most frequently used com- 
binations of letters were as far apart 
as possible. This made it possible to 
type faster and also reduce the proba- 
bility of jamming the keys together. 


In the years following the produc- 


tion of the Sholes, Glidden and Soule 
machine, many improvements have 
been introduced. In 1878 the shift key 
was added. By 1880 it was possible to 
see what you were typing while you 


were typing it. Electric machines and 
changeable type heads are among the 
latest improvements. 


The rhythmic click-click of the type- 


writer can be heard everywhere — 
schools, homes, offices and libraries. 
Millions of students take typing 
classes every year to learn to use this 
invaluable machine. For not only is 
writing more efficiently handled, the 
reading of the finished product is also 
much more easily accomplished.

W H E N DID LICENSE PLATES 
START AND WHY DO WE USE 
THEM? 


Along with trucks, trailers, mo- 


torcycles and'many other vehicles, 
there are more than 93 million au- 
tomobiles cruising the highways and 
byways of the United States. Most 
cars have two license plates, one on 
the front, the other on the back. Since 
no two autos have the same license 
number, these metal plates serve to 
identify the vehicle, which is essential 
for the owner, insurance companies 
and law enforcement officials. What's 
more, license and registration fees 
help pay for highways and roads. 


Back in 1901, the state of New York 


by Ed Dodd 


issued the nation's first license plates. 
There were a scant-10,000 cars on the 
road then, and it was Several years 
before a uniform policy regarding 
plates evolved. Some tags were mere- 
ly decals pasted into the rear window. 
Another variety was silver dollar-size 
aluminum discs placed on the dash- 
board. Until 1955 license plates could 
vary in size, depending on the number 
of letters or numbers. Now, however, 
each state must issue plates that are 6 
by 12 inches, regardless of special let- 
ters or numbers.

THE WORLD HE discovers, how- 


ever, is far from pleasing. Grotesque 
gargoyle-like revelers, and two devil- 
may-care friends danced with great 
energy by 11 of the company's men, 
lead Perez quickly from partying to 
debauchery. He is robbed, stripped of 
his clothes and deserted. 


Michelle Lees, returning as a guest 


with her former company, was hard 
and flinty as the siren, providing a 
caricature of sexuality. She has a fine 
acrobatic sense required by Balan- 
chine's grotesque poses, but her move- 
ments are uncomfortably leaden. 


There are tremendous strength and 


vitality to most of the piece, in large 
part because of Perez. He puts life 
into the powerful emotions that fill the 
ballet. He tongs, desires, lusts, des- 
pairs and repents. 


The repenting, however, was a bit 


much, and as the piece drew to a 
close it was a relief to see Perez final- 
ly get off his knees. 


THE OPENING ballet of the eve- 


ning showed that the company ably 
handles Balanchine's fast and com- 
plex choreography. "Concerto Ba- 
rocco" "is a ballet for the women of 
the company, who, dressed in"white, 
intertwine in musical patterns'of point 
and counterpoint. 


A repeat from earlier in the season, 


"Concerto * Barocco," featured Su- 
zanne Longley and Miss Grohgan.

Whether simply planing along 
at 25 mph or whipping through a sla- 
lom on 30 feet of rope at 45 mph, the 
skier's ability does depend consid- 
erably on competent boat handling. A 
good towboat driver certainly en- 
hances the performance and adds 
much to the enjoyment of the activity. 


In addition to driving skills, the tow- 


boat operator must also possess a 
keen sense of responsibility for the 
human pendulum dangling astern. 
Common sense precautions adhered to 
by the driver assure that the day's 
outing will end as pleasantly as it be- 
gan. Boating experts have compiled 
"ten commandments" for ski boat 
driving safety. 


One — Never pull a skier without 


having an alert observer astern to 
watch the skier and relay hand sig- 
nals. You've got your job straight 
ahead of you; the third party is a' 
must for safety. 


Two — Before starting out, check 


all equipment thoroughly. Be sure 
that the rope mount is strong enough 
to pull the load. Similarly the tow 
rope should be in good condition; the 
skier shoud have the proper personal 
flotation device and the towboat 
should be functioning properly. 


Three — Select a place with room to 


maneuver. Avoid congested areas 
where your activity will conflict with 
other boating and fishing parties. 


Four — While underway or cutting 


back to shore for a dropoff, be alert 
for shoreline hazards such as piers, 
floats and stumps. Also know, where 
the sandbars and shallow spots are. 


Five — While out in the deeper 


parts of the waterway, remain alert 
to floating hazards such as logs, even 
unexpected swimmers and rafters. 


Six — A smooth takeoff is mandato- 


ry for a neat snapup by your towline 
passenger. Smooth throttle control is 
a sound practice while underway. 
Avoid sudden slack and tension in the 
line. This can be an unpleasant sur- 
prise to the unwary. 


Seven —Be familiar with the ski- 


er's ability. Don't overtax him or her 
by driving too fast or cutting rapidly 
or sharply. 


Eight — Do establish a commu- 


nications system. The standard water 
skier's hand signals are definitely rec- 
ommended. The skier should deter- 
mine and indicate the direction, ac- 
tion and speed of the towboat. 
, Nine — When sweeping back to pick 
up the fallen skier, don't overrun the 
tow rope. Approach the skier at slow 
speed to bring the rope within reach. 


Ten — When the exercise is over, it 


is a good policy to shut off the engine 
while the skier is boarding the boat. A 
slowly rotating propeller can be just 
as hazardous as a guillotine. 


To sum it appropriately, the tow 


rope is your skiing passenger's lifeline 
... don't foul it up. 


Planning 1st canoe-camping trip 


If you enjoy outdoor activities such 


as hiking, bicycling, camping and ca- 
noeing, you'd probably enjoy the mix 
of canoe-camping. Here are some im- 
portant considerations for first trips. 


The itinerary should start within a 


convenient drive from your home 
town This would allow friends to pick 
up members of the group in case of 
bad weather or a health emergency. 


There should be logical stopping 


places along the route where the food 
committee can replenish supplies, re- 
fill water jugs, stop for refreshments 
or call for medical help. These, spots 
should be surveyed in advance by 
group leaders. 


The waterway should be protected 


and small enought to prevent the wind 
from building up any kind of rough 
water. For a first trip, rapids, riffles 
and fast currents should be avoided. 


Camping sites should be con- 


veniently located at intervals so that 
a day's run can be shortened or even 
lengthened if necessary. Campsites 
should be close to the waterside to 
discourage casual visitors, and banks 
should be low enough to permit haul- 
ing the canoes completely out of the 
water at night. 


In planning trip time, add % day for 


each two days of travel to account for 
bad weather or slower paddie rates. 


As your group gains experience 


and expertise, you'll then want to ven- 


ture farther, but remember to keep 
the challenges 
within reasonable 


goals.

Prevent trouble before it starts 


If Mtneone tries to sell you a 


"maintenance free" boat, the Out- 
board Boating Club of America ad- 
vises trying to get him Jailed, or at 
toast run out of town on a rail. 


Like the Time Machine, the mainte- 


nance free boat hasn't been invented 
yet. But OBC points out that mainte- 
nance on today's boats isn't the 
drudgery it was 20 years ago. These 
few in-seaason maintenance steps will 
make your next spring fitting-out a 


Hose down the boat hull with fresh 


water every time you pull it out. Wipe 
down the hardware, too. You'll be 
preventing a build-up of grime and, in 
the case of the hardware, forestalling 
corrosion. 


Inspect the engine carefully 


and check the propeller for pos- 
sible damage. Check the prop shaft to 
make sure you don't have a hunk of 
monofUament fishing line wrapped 
around it. If you don't plan to run 
your outboard motor for a month or 
so, disconnect the fuel line and run 
the engine until all the gas is burned 
out of the carburetor; this prevents 
gum from forming. 


When you get the boat home and 


unhitch the trailer, use a jack stand, 
or whatever, to raise the bow slightly, 
so that rainwater will drain out 
through the transom. 


Avoid covering the boat if <at all 


possible. Covering the boat encour- 
ages a build-up of moisture and hu- 
midity, which, in turn, spawns mildew 
on lifejackets and just about every- 
thing else you have stowed. If you 
must cover the boat, make sure you 
never cover the outboard motor — 
that moisture build-up will do nasty 
things to the ignition system. 


Top off your fuel tanks after an out- 


ing to prevent condensation of mois- 
ture in the tank. 


Remove your propeller and grease 


the shaft frequently. Frozen props are 
next to impossible to remove. And, 
while you've got the grease out, slap 


some on other moving parts of your 
boat, like control linkages, steering 
and tilt brackets. 


An occasional coat of paste wax — 


the automotive variety is fine, but 
there are some just for boats, too — 
will help keep your fiberglass hull 
from chalking. It won't do a bit of 
harm to a r°lnttd aluminum hull, ei- 
ther.

Keep a spray can of demoisturant 


on board. A "whoosh" here and there 
will help keep deck .hardware and oth- 
er metal'parts free of corrosion. 


. There are 'several more mid-season 
maintenance steps you could .take, 
but, OBC feels, if you just follow 
these, you'll save backaches and 
headaches come the spring thaw.

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Boat camping adds new dimensions 


Whether beading out to sea or ex- 


ploring Inland waterways, boat camp- 
ing adds new diroeniiow to wilder- 
netftreki. 


Motor-powered boats provide the 


fastest transportation afloat. If you're 
planning to camp along the shore, it's 
best to begin looking for a location in 
mid-afternoon. That allows ample 
time to set up camp and moor the 
boat securely. 


In salt water, anchor the boat off 


shore at twice the distance of the tide 
drop. Then run the boat away from 
the anchor to be sure it's firmly 
hooked in place. And be sure to allow 
enough line to hit bottom and com- 
pensate for high and low tide. 


Canoes are the best choice in areas 


where motors aren't allowed or where 
the water is too shallow for 'larger 
boats. Keeping the gear light is im- 
portant. Ideally, the canoe and gear 
should be carried in one or two por-

fast clip. There's a large cabin 
and plenty of storage space.

Flat bottom canoes provide stability 


and carrying capacity for campers. 
Experts recommend stowing coolers 
and other gear in the bottom and cen- 
ter of the craft. And, of course, the 
gear should be packed while the ca- 
noe is in the water. 


to protect gear from rain or 


splashes, a waterproof blanket or tar- 
paulin can be placed across the cargo 
and tied down with rope. This ft espe- 
cially important if swift rapids or 
white water is expected along the 
route. 


.The blanket or tarp can also double 
as a'rainproof- shelter, although you 
may prefer a lightweight tent. 


You'll probably want to take along 


a fishing rod for a fresh dinner along 
the way. But to be sure you have a 
good meal anytime, take along dehy- 
drated foods. They do not require re- 
frigeration and rehydrate hi a few 
minutes to provide tasty steaks^ 
chops, vegetables or fruits. 


Maps of inland waterways are gen- 


erally easy to follow, but a compass 
will help you spot landmarks on the 
map. And to. prevent getting water- 
logged, take along a sponge for mop- 
ping up any bilge that might accumu- 
late. Scooping, water from the nearly 
flat bottom of a canoe is almost im- 
possible. 


If this is your first trip, you might 


consider renting a canoe from an out- 
fitter along the trail. Aluminum crafts 
are preferred by many because of 
their lighter weight and durability, 
.Canvas canoes are sturdier than 
their name implies, and they are si- 
lent while paddling. But for portages, 
they do absorb moisture which can in- 
crease their weight upward of 20 
pounds. Fiberglass craft tend- to be 
heavier than either wooden or alumi- 
num models. 


But whatever your choice in boats, 


enjoy your waterlegs. Boat camping 
will take you back to the wilds for an 
outing you'll want to repeat. 


driving 
skills 


Almost anyone can learn to drive a 


pleasureboat competently when wind 
and water conditions are calm. What 
distinguishes a real "skipper" from a 
boat driver Is the ability to handle a 
craft when the going gets rough. 


One situation that most boaters en- 


counter at one time or another is hav- 
ing to run a course where a series of 
long swells approach the boat from 
the beam. Your boat goes on a rotter 
coaster ride to the crests of the 
waves, then makes a sickening .de- 
scent into the troughs. 


You may not be taking any water 


aboard, but the possibility of seasick 
passengers becomes very real. What 
should you d>? 


Boating authorities suggest that you 


forget about a straight-ahead course 
and instead begin to zig-zag toward 
your destination. In other words, start 
"tacking" like a sailboat does when 
it's headed into the wind - first to 
starboard, then to port. 


This will delay your trip somewhat, 


but the ride will be more comfortable. 
Of even greater importance is the fact 
that you'll reduce significantly the 
risk of being capsized by a big roller. 


Avoid taking waves on your beam 


whenever possible. 


NIW FOR 1976, from Mercury 
Marine, the 175-hp Merc 1750 is 
a direct descendant of the Mercu- .

State and federal laws require boat 


owners to carry life preservers for ev- 
ery passenger,on board. But before 
weighing anchor or taking a dip, ev- 
eryone should make a quick check of 
water worthy safety equipment. 


The nearest flotable object is the 


best in an emergency. The Ice chest 
and picnic lug that usually accom-. 
pany you on aquatic outihgs can 
double as life savers. Experts remind 
us that all urethane Insulated coolers 
will float. They can quickly be pushed 
or thrown out to a person as an imme- 
diate safety measure^ A large stick or 
oar will serve the same purpose. 


If the person is near you, hold out a 


pole, a shirt, a towel or anything he 
can grab onto. If you know the water 
is not deep, the current is not fast and 
the bottom is safe, wade out to the 
person. But don't swim out to rescue 
a drowning person unless you've had- 
a course in lifesaving. Too often the 
rescuer also drowns. 


If there's time, row a boat out to 


the person. A tired swimmer should 
hold onto the boat — rather than 
climbing la — as you row to shore. 


And If the boat tips over, Bang on. It 
will float. 


Floating until help arrives is also a 


good tactic for a swimmer who devel- 
ops a cramp. Often stretching or 
changing the swimming stroke will re- 
lieve the condition. 


Most of all, always follow the rules 


of water safety. Swhn with someone 
hear you, watch children all the time, 
and at night swim only in well lighted 
pools.

Launching, retrieving tips 


Boat launching — quick and easy! 


Watting lines at boat launching areas 
would be eliminated or reduced if ev- 
ery boater made a habit of launching 
and retrieving his craft quickly. 


Launching: 
Prior to backing into water make 


sure plug is in boat and restraining 
lines are free. Load all gear on boat. 


Station an assistant in the boat or 


on a pier to back boat off the trailer. 


Quickly remove car and trailer 


from the area and make room for the 
next boat. 


Retrieving: 
Position trailer with rear rollers 


* submerged. 


Have a friend drive boat onto trail- 


er. You can guide him up with hand 
signals. Lock bow ring to trailer. 


Pull the boat up away from the 


launch area and secure boat to trail- 
er. 


Sailboats have right of way 


As more people discover the many 


attractions of the sport of boating, 
more boats populate the waterways. 
This means that as powerboat oper- 
ators come and go in their craft, they 
encounter sailboats more often. 


Enjoyment of the water by every- 


one Is enhanced when the operators of 
powerboats nave a good insight into 
the peculiarities of sailboats and their 
mode of operation. 


Number one fact for powerboaters 


to keep in mind is that the rates of the 
road give the right of way to sailboats 
practically all the time. The sole ex- 
ception is that when circumstances 
dictate otherwise, sailboat skippers 
must use good sense and give larger 
powerboats the right of way. The 
skipper of a small sailboat, for ex- 
ample, does not insist on the right of 
way over an ocean liner, or over a tug 
pulling barges in a narrow channel. 


Various types of sailboats ride the 


waves differently. Lighter, swifter 
ones float high on the water's surface, 
rise and fall with each wave and are 
bothered more by powerboat wakes. 
The rocking shakes wind out of their 
sails. Bigger ones have deeper draft 
and while they will rise and fall with 
waves, they are tossed about and 
bothered less. 


The popular sailing surfboards are 


decked over and buoyant, and win not 
sink when capsized. Most can quickly 
be righted after an upset and a spill Is 
often considered part of the fun. Pow- 
erboat operators have to use good 
Judgment when passing such sail- 
boats. 


Typically, the several people en 


board a larger sailboat are out on the 
water to get away from the hectic 
pace of life on shore. When pow- 
erboats zoom too close, they are apt 
to feel that their right to privacy is 
being invaded. So when possible, pass 
a few hundred feet away from such 
craft. 


Watch weight 


Good athletes are careful about 


what they eat because they know that 
it takes more energy to carry around 
extra pounds. 


Boats have the same weight prob- 


lem, especially as the summer wears 
on and more and more gear gets 
stuffed into every little nook and cran- 
ny. The heavier the boat, the more 
energy — gasoline — required to pro- 
pel it. 


That's why it's a good idea to in- 


spect your rig from time to time and 
ask yourself if you really need to take 
along certain items. If you're going 
water skiing for example, leave all 
that fishing gear in the garage. 


Weight distribution is also impor- 


tant In cutting down fuel consumption. 
Balance your passengers and equip- 
ment so you get the bast passible boat 
trim. This enables your boat to get on 
plane quickly. Having the correct pro- 
peller for your boat contributes to the 
same end. Remember that your fuel 
consumption Is best when you're rid- 
ing on top of the water, as a planing 
hull Is designed to do, rather than 
plowing through the water. 


Another fuel tip is to shut off your 


engine whenever you stop. Letting 
your engine Idle consumes fuel and 
accomplishes nothing: a warm engine 
can be restarted easily wttbottt chok- 
ing. 


Think ahead when approaching any 


sailboat and judge what your wake is 
likely to do to it. A little common 
sense like this goes far toward mak- 
ing the waters a happy place for ev- 
eryone.

Castro behind Kennedy deaths:publisher 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) - Cuban 


Premier Fidel Cutro't vow of ven- 
geance against the Kennedy* after 
teaming of a CIA plot to assassinate 
him led to their later murden, Lai 
VefM Sun publisher Hank Greenipun 
reported Monday in a copyrl|hted sto- 
ry. 


Greenipun aald evidence in his poe- 


eewion combined with documents in 
the hands of congressional com- 
mhtees "provides a clearly marked 
trail leading to logical conclusions as 


to why the Kennedy brothers were 
killed. That path leads straight to the 
door of a vengeful Castro." 


Castro vowed vengeance, Green- 


spun said, after learning of a CIA plot 
enlisting underworld figures to as- 
sassinate him following the "Bay of 
Pigs" incident. 


At a meeting with officials from 


South and Latin American states 
shortly after an attempt on his life in 
1963, Castro said, "The Kennedys 


have sought to kill me! I shall mete 
out the same justice to them," the 
publisher reported. 


(The 
1 Senate Intelligence Committee 


report in November said there was 
evidence of at least eight plots in- 
volving the CIA to assassinate Castro 
between 1960 and 1965. ft said the CIA 
was plotting the murder of the Cuban 
leader the same day President John 
F. Kennedy was killed in Dallas.) 


GREENSPUN SAID Kennedy want- 


ed to counteract the damage the "Bay 
of Pigs" caused to his political ca- 
reer, and the president's brother, 
Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy, physi- 
cally located his headquarters at the 
CIA "in order to personally direct the 
countermeasures he deemed neces- 
sary to offset the harmful blow to the 
Kennedy political fortunes. A signifi- 
cant part of Robert Kennedy's strate- 
gy revolved about the plan to kill Cas- 
tro," Greenspun said. 


"Castro agents captured a CIA as- 


sassin and tortured him into revealing 
to Castro personally the entire plot to 
kill him. What is most significant is 
that Castro's threat was to the Kenne- 
dys and not to the President alone. 
This becomes even more meaningful 
in light of the subsequent assassina- 
tions of both John and Robert Kenne- 
dy." 


Greenspun said the late U.S. Su- 


preme Court Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren was advised "by a person of un- 
questioned integrity and patriotism" 


of the CIA plot to kill Castro and of 
Castro's vow of vengeance. Warren 
instructed U.S. Secret Service Chief 
James Rowley to tell the American 
people the truth but instead the case 
was turned over to the FBI. 


The late J. Edgar Hoover covered 


up FBI investigative errors made in 
its report to the Warren Commission 
by informing President Lyndon John- 
son that Lee Harvey Oswald acted 
alone in killing John Kennedy, Green- 
spun said.

Premier Fidel Castro's vow of ven- 
geance against the Kennedys after 
learning of a CIA plot to assassinate 
him led to their later murders, Las 
Vegas Sun publisher Hank Greenspun 
reported Monday in a copyrighted sto- 
ry.

trail leading to logical conclusions as 


to why the Kennedy brothers were 
killed.

Pigs" incident.

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Castro behind Kennedy deaths:publisher 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) - Cuban 


Premier Fidel Castro's vow of ven- 
geance against the Kennedys after 
learning of a CIA plot to assassinate 
him lad to their later murders, Las 
Vegas Sun publisher Hank Greenspun 
reported Monday in a copyrighted sto- 
ry- 


Greenspun said evidence in his pos- 


session combined with documents In 
the hands of congressional com- 
mittees "provides a clearly marked 
trail leading to logical conclusions as 


to why the Kennedy brothers were 
killed. That path leads straight to the 
door of a vengeful Castro." 


Castro vowed vengeance, Green- 


spun said, after learning of a CIA plot 
enlisting underworld figures to as- 
sassinate him following the "Bay of 
Pigs" incident. 


At a meeting with officials from 


South and Latin American states 
shortly after an attempt on his life in 
1963, Castro said, "The Kennedys 


have sought to kill me! I shall mete 
out the same-justice to them," the 
publisher reported. 
.(The Senate Intelligence Committee 
report in November said there was 
evidence of at least eight plots in- 
volving the CIA to assassinate Castro 
between i960 and 1965. It said the CIA 
was plotting the murder of the Cuban 
leader the same day President John 
F. Kennedy was killed in Dallas.) 


GREENSPUN SAID Kennedy want- 


ed to counteract the damage the "Bay 
of Pigs" caused to his political ca- 
reer, and the president's brother, 
Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy, physi- 
cally located his headquarters at the 
CIA "in order to personally direct the 
countermeasures he deemed neces- 
sary to offset the harmful blow to the 
Kennedy political fortunes. A signifi- 
cant part of Robert Kennedy's strate- 
gy revolved about the plan to kill Cas- 
tro," Greenspun said. 


"Castro agents captured a CIA as- 


sassin and tortured him Mo revealing 
to Castro personally the entire plot to 
kill him. What is most significant is 
that Castro's threat was to the Kenne- 
dys and not to the President alone. 
This becomes even more meaningful 
hi light of the subsequent assassina- 
tions of both John and Robert Kenne- 
dy." 


Greenspun said the late U.S. Su- 


preme Court Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren was advised "by a person of un- 
questioned integrity and patriotism" 


of the CIA plot to kill Castro and of 
Castro's vow of vengeance. Warren 
instructed U.S. Secret Service Chief 
James Rowley to tell the American 
people the truth but instead the case 
was turned over to the FBI. 


The late J. Edgar Hoover covered 


up FBI investigative errors made in 
its report to the Warren Commission 
by informing President Lyndon John- 
son that Lee Harvey Oswald acted 
alone in killing John Kennedy, Green- 
spun said.

Almost $754,626 could be cut from 


the 1976-77 Elk Grove Township Dist. 
99 budget without hurting the current 
educational program, according to 
figures presented to the board of edu- 
cation Monday. 


Al Stone, associate superintendent, 


presented figures showing possible 
savings of about $234,000 through cut- 
backs in administration, special edu- 
cation, secretaries, custodians and 
other areas not affecting classroom 
teachers. 


The cutbacks would be in addition 


to possible budget reductions of 
1320,500 presented to the board in 
February. 


Last month, Stone told the board an 


anticipated 4 per cent enrollment de- 
cline by next September would allow 
the district io cut about 30 teachers 
without changing the student-teacher 
ratio. 


Reducing the number of teachers 


would save about $354,500, he said. 


The cutbacks would prevent the dis- 


trict from facing a deficit in the 1976- 
77 budget if inflation is kept to 5 per 
cent, Stone said. 


"When the 5 per cent oost-inflation 


factor is exceeded in salary increases 
and in other areas, we'd begin to have 
a real financial problem," he said. 


The administration had earlier pro- 


jected a deficit of about $2.3 million if 
no cuts were made in the budget and 
the district is hit with 8 per cent in- 
flation.

Special program for the elderly 
Can't hear well? Try lip-reading

The printed word means a lot to 


persons who are hard of hearing. It is 
one of the few reliable ways they have 
of communicating. 


Lip-reading is another way. Al- 


though it Is a relatively easy ap- 
proach to the hearing problems that 
come with old age, it is an alternative 
few senior citizens choose. 


Joan' Engel knows that, because 


she's been a volunteer lip-reading in- 
structor for the Mount Prospect Se- 
nior Citizens Office for the past two 
years. 


The lip-reading program, the only 


one of Its kind offered in the North- 
west suburbs, is, sponsored by the Chi- 
cago Hearing Society. It is one of 20 
lip-reading programs in the Chicago 
area subsidized by federal grants. 


But only about 20 area seniors at- 


tend the one-hour sessions every Mon- 
day afternoon at the Mount Prospect 
Country Club, 600 S. See-Gwun Ave. 


Poor response to the program "is 


not because senior citizens don't have 
hearing problems or because lip-read- 
ing wouldn't help. They just don't 
want to admit it," Ms. Engel said. 


"The only thing that works against 


a program like this is the stigma that 
senior citizens themselves place on 
the loss of hearing," she said. "They 
can accept the loss of sight and get 
glasses and they even get dentures 
when they need them.

New book purchases will be the 


first thing authorized by Rolling 
Meadows library officials in the wake 
of Saturday's successful library tax 
referendum. 


"Buying books may not seem like 


much, but to us, after months of cut- 
ting programs and holding back on 
book and magazine purchases,

thrilling," Librarian Judith Dresner 
said Monday.

"It ($50) is a more manageable 


number and it is a consequence," 
Bratcher said. "An ordinance has to 
be practical and functional in the sys- 
tem and the consensus is that it ($50) 
is more workable," the chief added. 


Bratcher said the ordinance is 


meant to serve as a deterrant to 
marijuana use and to provide some 


local control over punishment for pos- 
session. 


THE VILLAGE has proposed adopt- 


ing the ordinance under its home-rule 
powers. The ordinance would deal 
only with possession of 30 grams or 
less, which is considered a mis- 
demeanor under state law. 


State statutes, which currently pro- 


vide (he only enforcement rules for 
marijuana possession, call for a pos- 
sible six-month jail sentence and a 
maximum fine of $1,000 for possession 
of 30 grams or less. Bratcher sug- 
gested the local ordinance as a means 
of better enforcement of the mari- 
juana possession punishment. 


He said prosecutions under the state 


statutes for the most part have re- 
sulted in court supervision rather than 


either a fine or jail sentence 


If the ordinance is approved, prose- 


cutions would be earned out by the 
village prosecutor rather than the 
State's Attorney's office, Bratcher 
said. 


THE CHIEF SAID it is a misnomer 


to refer to the ordinance as a de- 
criminalization ordinance The propos- 
al instead eliminates the jail term in 
favor of a mandatory fine, he said. 
»Bratcher said the ordinance, if ap- 


proved, can be used against juvenile 
offenders as well as adults because no 
jail sentence is involved. 


Trustee Richard W. Fonte asked 


that a 15-month time limit be placed 
on the ordinance to allow officials a 
chance to review the effects of the 
measure. "I believe we should pass 


an ordinance and give it a trial or test 
period so 15 months from now we are 
forced to review it to determine the 
success of it," Fonte said. 


Trustee Philip Stern said to impose 


a time limit within the ordinance may 
m a k e the measure legally in- 
defensible He instead suggested the 
board vote to review the ordinance af- 
ter a certain time if it is approved. 


Bratcher said because the ordi- 


nance will be prosecuted by the vil- 
lage prosecutor rather than the 
State's Attorney's office, the courts 
may provide their own review process 
of it. 


Drafting of the proposed ordinance 


is expected to take several weeks and 
final action by the full board may not 
come until next month.

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Castro behind Kennedy deafhs: publisher 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) - Cuban 


Premier Fidel Castro's vow of ven- 
geance against the Kennedys after 
leaning of a CIA plot to assassinate 
him led to their later murders, Las 
Vega* Sun publisher Hank Greenspan 
reported Monday In a copyrighted sto- 
ry. 


Greenspun said evidence in his pos- 


session combined with documents in . 
the buds of congressional com- 
mittees "provides a clearly marked 
trail leading to logical conclusions as 


to why the Kennedy brothers were 
killed. That path leads straight to the 
door of a vengeful Castro." 


Castro vowed vengeance, Green- 


spun said, after learning of a CIA plot 
enlisting underworld figures to as- 
sassinate him following the "Bay of 
Pigs" incident. 


At a meeting with officials from 


South and Latin American states 
shortly after an attempt on his life in 
1963, Castro said, "The Kennedys 


have sought to kill me! I shall mete 
out the'same justice to them," the 
publisher reported. 


(The Senate Intelligence Committee 


report in November said there was 
evidence'of at least eight plots in- 
volving the CIA to assassinate Castro 
between 1960 and 1965. It said the CIA 
was plotting the murder of the Cuban 
leader the same day President John 
F. Kennedy was killed in Dallas.) 


GREENSPUN SAID Kennedy want- 


ed to counteract the damage the "Bay 
of Pigs" caused to his political ca- 
reer, and the president's brother, 
Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy, physi- 
cally located his headquarters at the 
CIA "in order to personally direct the 
countermeasures he deemed neces- 
sary to offset the harmful blow to the 
Kennedy political fortunes. A signifi- 
cant part of Robert Kennedy's strate- 
gy revolved about the plan to kill Cas- 
tro," Greenspun said. 


"Castro agents captured a CIA as- 


sassin and tortured him into revealing 
to Castro personally the entire plot to 
kill him. What is most significant is 
that Castro's threat was to the Kenne- 
dys and not to the President alone. 
This becomes even more meaningful 
in light of the subsequent assassina- 
tions of both John .and Robert Kenne- 
dy." 


Greenspun said the late U.S. Su- 


preme Court Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren was advised "by a person of un- 
questioned integrity and patriotism" 


The

Robert 


Suffering a hearing loss? 
Lip-reading may help you

The printed word means a lot to 


persons who an hard of hearing. It is 
one of the few reliable ways they have 
of communicating. 


Lip-reading is another way. Al- 


though it is a relatively easy ap- 
proach to the hearing problems that 
come with old age, it is an alternative 
few senior citizens choose. 


Joan Engel knows that, because 


she's been a volunteer lip-reading in- 
structor for the Mount Prospect Se- 
nior Citizens Office for the past two 
years. 


The Up-reading program, the only 


one of its kind offered in the North- 
west suburbs, is sponsored by the Chi- 
cago Hearing Society. It is one of 20 


lip-reading programs In the Chicago 
area subsidized by federal grants. 


But only about 20 area seniors at- 


tend the one-hour sessions every Mon- 
day afternoon at the Mount Prospect 
Country Club, 600 S. See-Gwun Ave. 


Poor response to the program "is 


not because senior citizens don't have 
hearing problems or because lip-read- 
ing wouldn't help. They just don't 
want to admit it," Ms. Engel said. 


"The only thing that works against 


a program like this Is the stigma that 
senior citizens themselves place on 
the loss of hearing," she said. "They 
can accept the loss of sight and get 
glasses and they even get dentures 
when they need them.

trail leading to logical conclusions as 


to why the Kennedy brothers were 
killed. That path leads straight to the 
door of a vengeful Castro."

enlisting underworld figures to as- 
sassinate him following the "Bay of 
Pigs" incident. 


At a meeting with officials from 


South and Latin American states 
shortly after an attempt on his life In 
19B3, -Castro said, "The Kennedys 


have sought to kill me! I shall mete 
out the same justice to them," the 
publisher reported.

(The Senate Intelligence Committee 


report in November said there was 
evidence of at least eight plots in- 
volving the CIA to assassinate Castro 
between i960 and 1965. It said the CIA

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Board oi education seeks May referendum 
Campaign planning may start for Dist. 25 tax vote 


Plans to campaign for passage of a 


referendum to increase taxes in Ar- 
lington Heights Dist. 25 may begin 
soon. 


The Dist. 25 Board of Education, 


netting as a committee-of-the-whole 
Monday night, tentatively agreed to 
have a referendum in May to increase 
taxes in the district by 52 cents per 
$100 in assessed valuation of property. 


The increase would raise the tax 


rate to the legal maximum of $2.72 
per $100 assessed valuation, which 
would generate about $1.1 million in 
additional tax revenue annually begin- 


ning in the 1977-78 school year. 


THE ADDITIONAL revenue could 


forestall further cuts in Hie district 
staff and programs made necessary 
by a projected budget deficit. 


Board members already have 


agreed to nearly $900,000 in, budget 
cuts, which include the reduction of 43 
classroom teachers and the closing of 
North School, 410 N. Arlington Heights 
Rd. 


The cuts also include a SO per cent 


reduction in assistant principal or pu- 
pil personnel services staff, .elimina- 
tion of one staff member in the gifted 


program, one psychologist, reduction 
in consultant services or teacher cen- 
'ter staff and a one-'third reduction in 
instructional support staff, including 
staffs for school learning centers and 
libraries. 


Cuts in supplies or services fall in 


the areas of travel and instructional 
support funds and family counseling 
services. 


MORE SEVERE CUTS in staff, pro- 


grams and extracurricular activities 
may be necessary if the referendum 
is not approved by voters. The board

$754,626 cut won't hurt

Dist. 59 students: 
official 


Almost $754,626 could be cut from 


the 1978-77 Elk Grove Township Dist. 
59 budget without hurting the current 
educational program, according to 
figures presented to the board of edu- 
cation Monday. 


Al Stone, associate superintendent, 


presented figures showing possible 
savings of about $234,000 through cut- 
backs in administration, special edu- 
cation, secretaries, custodians and 
other areas not affecting classroom 
teachers. 


The cutbacks would be in addition 


to possible budget reductions of 
$520,500 presented to the board in 
February. 


Last month, Stone told the board an 


anticipated 4 per cent enrollment de- 
cline by next September would allow 
the district to cut about 30 teachers 
without changing the student-teacher 
ratio. 


Reducing the number of teachers 


would save about $354,500, he said. 


The cutbacks would prevent the dis- 


trict from facing a deficit in the 1976- 
77 budget if Inflation is kept to 6 per 
cent, Stone said. 


"When the 5 per cent cost-inflation 


factor is exceeded in salary increases 
and in other areas, we'd begin to have 
a real financial problem," he said. 


At-large system topic 
oi public hearing tonight 


Alternatives to the present at-large 


form of government in Arlington 
Heights will be reviewed at 8 p.m. to- 
day during a public hearing in the 
municipal bidding, 33 S. Arlington 
Heights Rd. 


The hearing will be conducted by a 


special committee appointed in 
January by Village Pres. James T. 
R y a n . Committee members are 
Trustees David Griffin, August Belt- 
man and Madeline Scbroeder. 


The committee was formed after 


strong opposition from several home- 
owners' associations stalled a propos- 
al to change the village's form of gov- 
ernment from an at-large to a geogra- 


phical representation system. 


The proposal, which has been made

• Cutting legal advisers' fees by 


$10,000 and financial advisers' fees by 
$14,600. 


Other potential savings were listed 


as: fringe benefits, $14,610; mis- 
cellaneous administrative expenses, 
$4,409; 
summer secretarial help, 


$7,827; teacher workshops, $6,000; and 
elimination of student teacher interns, 
$2,000. 


Stone earlier had recommended po- 


tential savings totaling $168,073 from 
cutbacks In supplies and equipment 
purchases. 


Board Pres. Judith Zanca asked if 


the reductions proposed for secretar- 
ial and custodial staffs meant the dis- 
trict would release these staff mem- 
bers. 


Stone said he anticipated these sav- 


ings could be met by a reduction in 
the number of hours staffers worked. 


Wendel Peterson, a teacher, asked, 


"How much are we reducing the 
educational output In the district? We 
need to consider that." 


Stone said these proposals were pre- 


sented with the idea the district would 
maintain its current education pro- 
grams. He said they were presented 
as close as possible in line within the 
anticipated 4 per cent decline in en- 
rollment.
